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The Mayor's Message 


To the Citizens of Barre: 


Another mile-stone in the history of our City has 
come to a close, making thirty-one years since our Incor- 
poration as a City. 


The year 1925 has again witnessed continued activities 
in our midst, the outstanding features being the purchase 
last January of the McFarland-Boyce Springs and Water 
System at a cost of $20,000.00; a Triple Combination Pump- 
er and City Service Ladder Truck from the Seagrave Cor- 
poration at a cost of $20,950.00; and the voting of $75,000.00 
by our citizens for the purpose of building a State Armory. 


For the last named project the State will contribute. 
$50,000.00, making available the sum of $125,000.00 for 
land and building. The Perry property at the corner of 
Klm and Jefferson Streets has been selected for the site of 
the new Armory, and the City has purchased this property 
at a cost of $20,000.00, the first payment of $1,000.00 having 
been made. Tentative plans have already been submitted 
by State Architect Frank L. Austin and building operations 
will be commenced as soon as the buildings are removed in 
the Spring. It is proposed that the entire front and Elm 
Street side of the Armory be faced with Barre Granite and 
this building when finished will be a splendid structure of 
which we may all be justly proud. 


The Engineering and Street Departments, together with 
the Water Department, were consolidated this year and the 
City was very fortunate in securing the services of Thurman 
W. Dix, formerly in charge of the Vermont State Engine- 
ering Department, to take charge of same. Mr. Dix has 
handled these departments in a very able manner, as the 
permanent work done on our streets and sidewalks and also 
in our Water Department will testify. Merchant Street 
has been repaired for about one-quarter of a mile partly 
with stone foundation, as have also about 1200 feet on 
Eastern Avenue, East Street and Maple Grove. In addition 
to this, Nelson Street for a distance of about 1000 feet has 
been rebuilt with stone foundation, putting this street in 
first class condition for the first time in its history. Hill 
Street has also been rebuilt with stone foundation and 
gravel top and put in a first class condition. <A cement 
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sidewalk and curbing has been built on Maple Avenue from 
North Main Street to Hope Cemetery a distance of 2400 
feet, and a cement sidewalk and curbing has also been laid 
on East Street from North Street to Eastern Avenue, about 
450 feet. Besides the above work all other streets have 
been kept in a very creditable condition, 75 tons of Calcium 
Chloride and 18,000 gallons of oil being used to lay the dust. 


The Street Department purchased a motor driven road 
-seraper last Spring which has given excellent satisfaction, 
as has also the six-ton “Bear Tractor’? purchased the first 
of the year. It will be necessary, however, to purchase a 
new truck in the near future, as the one now in use and 
which was bought a number of years ago is about worn out. 
I would recommend also, that a Storage and Repair Garage 
be constructed this coming Spring as the number of motor 
driven vehicles now owned by our City cannot receive the 
proper care when stored in open sheds during the winter 
months. 


Our Fire Department is now well equipped with the 
new Seagrave Pumper and Hook and Ladder Truck, and the 
LaFrance Combination Truck has also been thoroughly over- 
hauled and painted. The Fire Committee has had the Fire 
Station rebuilt, the iron pillars having been replaced by 
steel girders to support the upper floor. This gives ample 
floor space for all the fire apparatus, as the horse stalls have 
been taken out and the horses disposed of. The Fire 
Laddies, under the able management of Chief John Heney, 
have done excellent work this year and the entire losses 
due to fire have amounted to less than $12,000.00 for the 
entire year, 


The Property Committee has completed the installation 
of an Automatic Sprinkling System in our City Hall, thus 
adequately protecting this building from fire hazard. The 
outside Granite work has also been thoroughly cleaned and 
wood-work and fire escapes painted. The Sinking Fund 
created nine years ago in lieu of fire insurance on the City 
Hall now amounts to $8459.10. The State of Vermont was 
asked to pay $50.00 a month rent for the use of the City 
Court Room last Spring but State Auditor Gates refused to 
consider it. Judge Scott agreed to pay this rent rather 
than find other quarters, and he then brought suit against 
the State for the allowance of this bill and the Supreme 
Court recently handed down decision favorable to the City. 


Chief James Sullivan and his assistants have done 
very efficient work this past year in our Police Department 
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and the total number of arrests during the entire year 
have totaled only 165. It is to be regretted that the City 
Council have not found a more suitable location for this 
department and it is to be hoped that arrangements can be 
made this year whereby the Police Headquarters may be 
located on the Ground Floor. I would also recommend that 
this department be supplied with an automobile, as it is 
very necessary that some kind of conveyance be at the dis- 
posal of the Police in case of emergencies which frequently 
occur. 


The Water Department shows a net profit of $11,000.00, 
after retiring $5,000.00 of Water bonds and paying the City 
$4,869.05 interest on money advanced. However, as the 
purchase price of the McFarland Water System was $20,- 
000.00 and cost of new cement dam $3,000.00 the amount 
advanced by the City to this Department is about $8,000.00 
more than last year. Three old hydrants have been re- 
placed with new ones this year and 25 new meters installed. 
The Granite plants are demanding more water and higher 
pressure and it seems that some means must be found in the 
near future to accommodate them. New saws and machin- 
ery are being constantly installed to manufacture granite 
and it is absolutely necessary that the factories of our main 
industries be equipped with all the best machinery in order 
to keep pace with the ever increasing competition. 


The Lighting Committee has recently installed new 
lights on Main Street as far south as the Stone Bridge and 
they have received much favorable comment from our 
Citizens and also from outsiders. We can feel justly proud 
of the wonderful Lighting System which we now have and 
which undoubtedly makes Barre one of the best lighted 
Cities in New England. 


Our Poor Department has again been ably managed 
by Judge H. Wm. Scott, who has now been overseer of the 
Poor for four and a half years. The expense of the Poor 
Department has been slightly more this year than in 1924, 
but the cost including the Overseer’s salary has been kept 
down to $13,092.03. The late Ex-Alderman O. D. Shurt- 
leff, who was also Overseer of Poor for a number of years, 
has willed to the City a sum of money that will probably 
exceed $15,000.00 to be used for the care of our poor. It is 
hoped that this money can be used to erect a new building 
for the poor and also to serve as a Memorial to Mr. Shurt- 
leff’s generosity in making such a building possible. 

The officers of Milk Inspector, City Health Officer and 
City Physician were combined this year and have been. very 
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ably taken care of by Dr. M. D. Lamb. Dr. Lamb has 
given untiring effort in the discharge of his duties and all 
ealls have been carefully ministered to. 


The finances of the City were in the best of shape at the 
close of 1925, there being a balance of $7,625.29 in the 
Treasury after retiring $5,000.00 of Water Bonds and also 
$15,333.34, the last of the water notes issued in 1922 to take 
care of the $60,000.00 water bonds which came due at that 
time. We have also paid off this year a $10,000.00 note, 
which is the last of the two notes issued in 1923 for the 
Washington and Church Street cement pavement. We 
have also paid back to the Cemetery Commissioners 
$10,000.00 which had been borrowed of them in past years, 
leaving a balance still due them of $27,341.65. It is to be 
hoped that this indebtedness can be reduced again this com- 
ing year and that the entire amount can be paid off in a few 
years. The practice of issuing notes and using the Ceme- 
tery Fund for current City expenses is certainly very un- 
wise and should not be continued. We have also paid a $2,- 
500.00 Soldier Memorial Bond, a $5,000.00 note for the North 
Main Street Pavement and $1,000.00 on the Perry site for 
the Armory, making a total of $48,833.34 in notes and bonds 
retired in 1925. 


In all probability there will be no State Road Tax again 
this coming year and it seems that our tax rate should not 
be more than $3.40. There is, of course, great need of more 
new sidewalks and permanent streets, so if the citizens 
feel that they can again allow 15¢c more on the Grand List 
for street and sidewalk improvement, as they did at the 
City Meeting last Spring, this additional money could and 
would be used to very good advantage. 


Mr. James Smart who has been elected to the offices 
of City Clerk and Treasurer for the past five years suffered 
the loss of his health this last Spring and after an illness 
of several months passed away at the home of his daughter 
at Norton Mills, Vt. on August 25, 1925. In the passing of 
James Smart the City of Barre has lost a faithful and con- 
scientious servant and a sturdy, honest and upright citizen 
and a host of true friends who deeply mourn his loss. 


In closing, I wish to express my deep appreciation for 
the co-operation and support given me by the Citizens of 
Barre and the Board of Aldermen and all other City Officials.

Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre: 
Gentlemen: 

We herewith submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1925. 

The finances of the City are in excellent shape at the 
close of the year. The expenditures of the various depart- 
ments have been kept very close to the budget in nearly all 
cases and it is to be hoped that this plan will be followed 
even more closely in the future. 

The principal financial features of the year were the 
issuing of four notes totaling $20,000.00 for the McFarland 
& Boyce Water System which were taken by the National 
Life Insurance Company of Montpelier at the rate of 4%%, 
and five Fire Apparatus notes voted by the citizens for the 
purchase of a Triple Combination Pumper and City Service 
Ladder Truck, totaling $20,950.00 which were also taken by 
the National Life Insurance Company at 4.40%. 

The City has purchased the Alma H. Perry property on 
Elm St., as a site for the new State Armory, for $20,000.00 
and has made a payment of $1,000.00 on this property this 
year. In connection with this project, we wish to cite the 
fact that during the coming year the City will be called upon 
to issue notes to the extent of $75,000.00 for this Armory 
which will mean quite an item of added interest to be paid 
but which has been provided for in our 1926 budget.. 
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We have also retired $10,000.00 in Cemetery notes and 
would recommend that the balance of these notes be retired 
as fast as the City’s finances permit. 

Serious thought should be given the fact that the City 
has $114,500.00 in School Bonds to be retired from the years 
1924 to 1934 and as yet has made no provision for doing 
so. We would recommend that the Sinking Fund and also 
the Vermont Lighting Corporation Franchise tax be used 
for this purpose. 

In estimating our income and expenditures for 1926 we 
have taken a tax rate of $3.40 which we consider sufficient 
to carry out the ordinary running expenses of the City if 
- handled in an economical manner, but, however, if the cit- 
izens wish more permanent streets and sidewalks an extra 
15c. tax for that purpose could be voted by the citizens, 
and would be expended to great advantage on some of our 
streets. 

We have not taken into consideration in the budget 
the financing of any permanent road work on South Main 
or Washington Streets as a tax rate of $3.40 is only sufficient 
to take care of the ordinary upkeep of our departments and 
a small amount of new work as it becomes necessary. If 
this project is contemplated we would suggest that the 
City issue notes or bonds for the required amount. 

In the following budget we have made as liberal provi- 
sions for the different departments as the funds at our dis- 
posal will allow. In explanation of some items we would 
bring to your attention the fact that 1926 is the year for 
making the quadrennial apprisal by the Assessors so an ex- 
tra allowance was necessary for that as well as for two 
elections and one primary. Provision has been made for re- 
vising and printing our Charter and Ordinances, and the 
Street Department has had an allowance for a storage 
building for equipment and tools which is greatly needed.

Report of the Street Committee 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre 
Gentlemen: 

We herewith submit a report of the Street Committee 
for the year ending December 31st 1925. 

Cement sidewalks have been constructed on the Easter- 
ly side of Maple Avenue from North Main Street to Hope 
Cemetery entrance, and on the Westerly side of East Street 
from North Street to Eastern Avenue. Many of the other 
walks have been resurfaced with gravel. These are a 
great improvement to the abutting property, and a great 
convenience to all our citizens. 

Permanent roads have been put in on the easterly end 
of Eastern Avenue, Maple Grove Street, Nelson Street from 
Hill Street to the Langley property, and on the upper end of 
Merchant Street, also a ledge removed on Merchant Street 
which eliminates a blind curve. 

A new sewer was put in on Elmwood Avenue. 

A deed has been accepted which makes Glenwood 
Avenue an accepted City street. 

We would respectfully recommend that the City re- 
model the storage sheds back of the Fire Station, which 
would give better storage for our machinery, or build a store 
house on Burnham Meadow. 
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We would also recommend that a power equipment of 
the proper type be purchased for moving the gravel from 
the bank to the crusher. This would eliminate the use of 
teams and wheelbarrows. 

We would also recommend that the Paving on South 
Main Street from the bridge to the top of Jockey Hollow 
Hill be continued. (This could not be financed out of the 
annual budget.) 

A domestic sewer should be put in on Camp Street as 
there are several houses where sewerage runs into the sur- 
face sewer and into Potash Brook which runs through the 
residential section of our City. 

We also recommend that as much cement sidewalks be 
constructed this year as possible. 

In closing we wish to call your attention to the fact 
that increased amount of traffic and an increase in the cost 
of material call for increased appropriations if we are to 
keep up the same degree of maintenance and improvements. 

For further details we would refer you to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets’ report.

Street Committee 


Report of the Street Superintendent 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre: 
Gentlemen: 
Herewith I respectfully submit my report as Street 
Superintendent for the year ending December 31, 1925. 


Streets 


Street work naturally divides itself into two branches, 
maintenance and construction. In both branches it has 
been the endeavor of the department to perform the various 
jobs assigned to it for the lowest cost consistent with good 
work. It has likewise been the aim of the department to 
do all work well. Work well done requires less cost for re- 
pairs and permits further extension in other sections as 
funds become available. | 

Although the City had three road machines it seemed 
wise upon investigation to buy a combination Fordson Tract- 
or and Road Machine. The results obtained with it have 
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amply justified the expenditure. Through savings in labor 
it is my opinion it will pay for itself in two years and then 
be in good condition for much more good work. This ma- 
chine was used chiefly on maintenance but was used some on 
construction work. 

A gasoline pump has been installed near the barn and 
gasoline is now purchased at wholesale prices. Besides 
saving in price there is the added convenience of having 
gasoline always on hand which obviates the necessity of 
sending vehicles out for filling. Lubrication oil is handled 
inasimilar manner. Gasoline is also supplied to the Water 
and Fire Departments. The pump has already meant a 
saving of over a $100.00 in cash besides a saving of time and 
labor in filling. 

The practice of resurfacing streets with hard coal ashes 
has been largely discontinued because it is felt that the im- 
provement is not sufficient to warrant the expense. The 
use of soft coal cinders is profitable and the City desires to 
obtain as much of this material as it can. 

The use of cold patch for filling holes in pavements and 
macadam was started this year and the results have been 
very satisfactory. 

The wall on Cable Street was reinforced and strengthen- 
ed by placing a stone fill at the toe of the wall for a distance 
of about 100 feet. 


Resurfacing 


The following streets were reshaped and resurfaced; 
Maple Avenue from North Main to Cemetery Entrance, 
West Street, Merchant Street from top of hill to Warren 
Street, East Montpelier road near the City Farm Buildings, 
and portions of River Street, Burnham Street, Blackwell 
Street, Allen Street, Cedar Street and Summer Street. 


Construction 
The following streets were improved by construction 
of stone base and gravel top. Eastern Avenue from 


East Street to Maple Grove, East Street from East 
ern Avenue easterly about 150 feet, Maple Grove Street, 
Summer Street from Maple Avenue to Short Street, Nelson 
Street from Hill Street easterly about 950 feet, Hill Street 
from Nelson Street southerly about 500 feet, Merchant 
Street easterly from Warren Street about 300 feet. 

John Street from Berlin Street to Blackwell Street, 
and Merchant Street easterly from above mentioned job 
were graded and surfaced with gravel. A wall about 200 
feet in length was built on the southerly side of Elmwood 
Avenue. 


ee 
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Crusher 


The City crusher was set up in the City gravel pit off 
Maple Avenue and about 6000 cubic yards of gravel were 
crushed. This gravel was charged to the various jobs 
at the rate of $1.10 cubic yard or $.88 per ton. Asa matter 
of fact it was actually loaded for about $.05 per cubic yard 
less than noted above. This is a very low price. 
The bank consists of from 25 per cent to 50 per cent 
cobbles, which heretofore have been sorted out and 
wasted to a large extent. It is likely that crushed gravel 
has been produced for less cost than the uncrushed gravel 
previously and the crushed gravel is a much better material. 
Wheelbarrows were used to move the gravel from the bank 
to the crusher. The distance has now so increased that 
it will not long continue economical to employ this method 
unless the crusher is again moved. Some power equip- 
ment consisting of cars or scrapers with cable and hoist 
will doubtless be the most economical way to handle this 
problem. 


Sidewalks 


The following sidewalks have been built of concrete :— 
Maple Avenue on the southerly side from North Main Street 
to Hope Cemetery Entrance, East Street on the northerly 
side from North Street to Eastern Avenue, and the corner 
of Plain and North Seminary Streets. The following 
streets have been curbed and guttered:—Maple Avenue on 
the southerly side from North Main Street to Hope Ceme- 
tery entrance, East Street on the northerly side of North 
Street to Eastern Avenue and Trow Avenue on the southerly 
side from Washington Street to Orange Street. 

Many sidewalks have been patched with gravel and 
several have been surfaced among which are the following: 
Plain Street northerly side except that part that was con- 
creted, Cliff Street easterly side, Cleary Street northerly 
side, portion of Smith Street, South Main Street near Circle 
Street, Trow Avenue from Washington Street to Orange’ 
Street, and Eastern Avenue from Park Street to East 
Street. 


Sewers 


In cleaning the domestic sewers or house sewers much 
improper use of same has been noted. In many cases where 
the sewers were plugged material which should never have 
been placed in them has been removed. Rags and clothes 
are the chief cause of trouble. In other cases roots from 
trees have caused the trouble. 
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The sewer on Elmwood Avenue has been extended 
easterly about 400 feet and two manholes were built. 


Surface Sewers 


Much work in opening plugged sewers and flushing has 
been done during the year. A great many inlets have been 
repaired and grates renewed in several cases. 

No new sewers have been built. Broken tile has been 
replaced in several cases. 


Bridges and Culverts 


About $600.00 worth of corrugated iron culverts have 
been bought and installed this year. In most cases the 
material has replaced broken tile culverts. Bridge floors 
have been repaired where needed. Potash Brook culvert 
under the granite block pavement at Depot Square was 
given quite extensive repairs. The pavement settled in this 
locality and upon investigation it was found that the walls 
of the culvert had fallen in. 


Sprinkling 


This year Tarvia B. has been used on streets where a 
bituminous covering was called for. The results were 
generally satisfactory. Because considerable work was 
necessary to put the streets in shape to take the Tarvia the 
application was late. Another year the application of 
Tarvia should be made earlier. 

In all cases the amount of material and labor on each 
street was kept separate and assessments based accordingly. - 
This accounts for the variation in rates on different streets. 
Because of the wet season many of the streets had only 
one application of calcium chloride and that a light one. 
That accounts for the very low rates in some cases. Dur- 
ing a dry season more material will be necessary. 


Health 


Seven regular collections of rubbish were made during 
the summer. These collections were made all over the 
City and were a great convenience and benefit to the people. 
Because of the large amount of rubbish, unfavorable 
weather and a shortage of suitable equipment some of the 
collections were delayed and took more than the scheduled 
time. Plans should be adopted whereby these annoying 
conditions can be overcome.

General 


For the economical and expeditious handling of the 
work, one of the greatest needs of the street department is 
a suitable repair shop fitted up with proper equipment. 

A financial statement will be found in the Auditor’s 
Report.

Report of the Water Superintendent 


To the Honorable City Council of the City of Barre: 
Gentlemen: 
Herewith I submit my report for the year ending Dec- 
ember 31, 1925. 
The chief work of the department has been the main- 
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tenance of the Orange and Bolster systems, and the taking 
over of the McFarland and Boyce Spring water system. 

A complete financial statement will be found in the 
Auditor’s Report; but in passing it may be stated that the 
department showed a balance of about $4,000.00 of its 
appropriation. The current income has paid all mainten- 
ance, regular interest charges and bond payments, and all 
but about $8,000.00 of the original cost and new construc- 
tion of the McFarland and Boyce system. \ 


New Connections 


Besides 176 live services on the McFarland and Boyce 
system, seven new connections have been made on the form- 
er City Lines during the year. Many services have been 
maintained. The total number of services at the present 
time is 1669. These are distributed as follows:

Hydrants - 


Due care has been exercised throughout the year to 
keep the hydrants in proper working condition. No new 
hydrants have been installed except as replacements, of 
which there were three. Twelve were repaired. 

The new hydrants besides having the regular fire hose 
connections are fitted with a 4% inches standard fire pump- 
er connection, 

While the new Pumper can be attached to any of our 
hydrants the 4% inch connection facilitates the operation 
of attaching the pumper and works for better fire protection. 


Meters 


Twenty-five new meters were installed during the year. 
Others were repaired as it became necessary. 


McFarland and Boyce System 


On March 1, 1925 the City took possession of the Mc- 
Farland and Boyce spring water system. As noted above 
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there are 176 live connections on it. The water is taken 
from springs and is pumped to a reservoir at an elevation of 
about seventy feet above the springs; from this reservoir 
the water is distributed by gravity to various parts of the 
City. Because the reservoir contains only about a six 
hours supply, it is necessary to operate the pumping equip- 
ment almost continuously. Numerous break-downs to the 
motive power occurred during the summer and seriously 
interfered with the service and made themselves known by 
low pressure in the pipe. To rid the system of these alto- 
gether too numerous occasions of low pressure it was decid- 
ed to rebuild the dam ar:d replace the gasoline motor by an 
electric motor. The original dam was of wood but the new 
one is of concrete. The old water wheel was repaired and is 
doing excellent work. The motive power is now in very good 
condition, and low pressure should seldom be experienced. 
In case of accident, low water, or any other reason necessit- 
ating the stopping of the wheel, the electric motor will be 
relied upon as an auxillary power. The pump which is a 
piston type was in very good condition. 

Persons desiring to avail themselves of an excellent 
spring water should not now be deterred from doing so be- 
cause of fear of frequent low pressure. 

During the past season a large quantity of water has 
run to waste. This water can readily be collected and 
pumped into the city main which passes within a short dis- 
tance of the springs. It would be necessary to do this only 
in times of drought as there is sufficient water at other 
times. 

General 


The City in general can be congratulated upon its water 
works system. There are two features in connection with 
the operation of these systems which should be brought to 
the attention of the people at this time. They are:— 

1. Low pressure on the Bolster system during work- 
ing hours and, 2, Water shortage during drought. 

Low pressure on the Bolster system is due chiefly to 
the ever increasing drought brought about through the in- 
troduction and operation of saws, polishing wheels and 
other equipment in the granite industry. This can be 
overcome in two ways— 

1. By elimination of waste and, 2, by increasing the 
size of main. This is a matter in which the granite manu- 
facturers particularly are vitally interested. | 

The shortage of water during drought is not a new pro- 
blem. It may be sufficient only to call this matter again to 
your attention. The suggestion made in reference to pump- 
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ing the excess water from the McFarland and Boyce system 
into the main will partly, if not wholly releive this situation. 
Please allow me to take this opportunity to thank the 
City Council, the Public and the employees of the depart- 
ment for the help and courtesies extended to the depart- 
ment.

Remarks 


We have had a very good year. We have put into 
service one new 750-gallon Seagrave Pumper with 80-gallon 
Booster Tink, also one new City Service Ladder Truck with 
400 feet of ladders. The American LaFrance truck has 
been overhauled and painted so that it is in very good condi- 
tion. The Cadillac has also been painted and a high pres- 
sure nozzle known as a Deck gun placed on it. 

The appartus room has been remodelled by removing 
three posts and also the stalls, and we have moved the horses 
into the Street Department barn for their use. 

We are still repairing the fire alarm system by putting 
in new wire in exchange for old which is all worn out and 
not fit to use, also new cross arms and re-piping the boxes. 


Recommendations 


I would recommend that we purchase a new switch- 
board as the present one has been in service for over twenty 
years. It is a bill of expense to the City in keeping it. I would 
also recommend that a small building be erected back of 
the tower for the alarm system as the Underwriters have 
asked us to remove the same from its present room. In 
making that change we will be able to have extra room for 
call men, which is a big help not only to the firemen but the 
public in general for we would have more help at fires occur- 
ing at night and at other times. 

I would also recommend that a few more boxes and hy- 
drants be placed about the City. 

I would recommend that the rooms upstairs in the

Station be changed over so as to accomouviate more men. 

In closing the Thirty-first Annual Report, I desire to ex- 
tend my thanks to His Honor, Mayor Waldron Shield, and 
the Board of Aldermen, for the favorable responses they 
have made to such requests as I have made from time to 
time, and to all others who have in any way assisted me in

Gentlemen: 


The duties of the Fire Department have been carried 
out in the usual very efficient manner by Chief Heney and 
his assistants; and the fire lossses have been kept at a 
minimum. 

Two new pieces of apparatus have been added to the 
equipment, a Seagrave 750 gal. triple combination pumper 
and a motor driven City service ladder-truck of the sam 
make. a5 

We have sold the hook and ladder truck to the Town of 
Northfield. 

The LaFrance truck has been completely overhauled 
and painted, and the Cadillac is in first class shape, although 
a coat of paint would do no harm. Taking it as a whole, 
we believe that our fire equipment is such that we may well 
be proud of it. 

The Station has undergone some very extensive im- 
provements, not so much for the accomodation of the new 
equipment; but on account of the faulty construction in the 
beginning. The roof has always been a source of trouble 
and although new tin was put on year before last, it did not 
seem to improve the condition, as it was not properly car- 
ired; but in the future, apart from the common wear and 
tear, we believe it will give no trouble, 

The alarm system, although in fair shape, is perhaps 
not just what it might be, and in the coming year a way 
may be found to improve it a little. 
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We would recommend that a little remodelling be done 
upstairs, as there is quite a floor space made vacant by the 
eliminaton of the horses; two or three rooms could be added 
which would accomodate some of the call-men who cared to 
stay there, and which is a great benefit to the regular men, 


in the event of a fire at night. 
For a more detailed account of the fire department we 
would refer you to the annual report of the Chief.

Report of the Overseer of the Poor 


Honorable City Council of the City of Barre: 
Gentlemen: 
The year 1925 has cost the taxpayers more for the 
support of the poor than the previous year, and this after all 
my best efforts to keep within my estimate. The net cost 
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to the taxpayers, including my salary, physicians salary, 
mother’s aid, insurance, and water rent has been $13,092.03. 
The tendency of many is to get all possible from the public 
treasury instead of doing everything possible to help them- 
selves. This socialistic idea undermires the independence 
that should be the heritage of a free people. 

The illness and death of Mrs. Beckley, for many months 
a faithful matron at the City Farm necessitated the em- 
ployment of another, and we were very fortunate in secur- 
ing Mrs. Anna Crandell who has most acceptably filled the 
position. 

My appreciation is cheerfully given to the City Council, 
Churches, Fraternal organizations, Red Cross and all who 
have in any manner assisted the poor and unfortunate in our 
city. They have been most generous. 

Under the Will of Otis D. Shurtleff, who was for many 
years overseer of the proof for the city, the city will soon 
come into possession of a substantial bequest to use for the 
benefit of the poor. It is hoped that a substantial, fire proof, 
sanitary building adapted to our needs may soon be erected 
and equipped; one that will for all time be a fitting mem- 
orial bearing the name of the generous donor. 

The increased cost of living within our city, especially 
in the matter of rents, is reflected in the greater cost for 
last year, yet with reasonable business conditions this year, 
exclusive of any building program, the appropriation re- 
quired ought not to exceed $13,000.00.

To the Honorable Mayor and City Council of Barre, Vt. 
Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report as Health Officer for the 
year 1925. 
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A number of nuisances have been abated, some of which 
were of a serious nature. 

The City Dump has been kept in a sanitary condition. 

All contagious diseases which have been reported to me 
have been placed under strict quarantine. 

In the spring there were a few cases of Diphtheria in 
the Brook Street section, and cultures were taken from al] 
the pupils in the Brook Street School. Four carriers were 
found in the school, which were promptly taken care of, 
and we have had no more trouble in that section. 

This Fall we had the same trouble in the Ayers St. 
School. Cultures were taken and eight carriers found. 
These also were promptly taken care of and there has been 
no trouble since. 

The “Schick” test is available at the Barre City Hospital 
at any time for any who wish to take it. 

Samples of the City water have been analyzed and re- 
ported as normal. 

All public buildings are being equipped with proper fire 
escapes. 

I have inspected the different places in the city where 
filth and disease might be found, and at the present time I 
think the conditions in the City are in very good shape.

We herewith submit the report of the Park Com- 
missioners for the year ending December 31, 1925. 

During the past year we have taken care of the three 
main city parks—City, Currier and Elmwood. These 
three have been kept in very good condition, the grass 
cut short, bushed pruned, and the grounds packed up. 
Although considerable money is spent each year on Elm- 
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wood Park, few people know of its existence. There 
are more flowers and bushes here than at either of the 
other two parks. 

During this past year considerable money has been 
expended on our trees—those in the City Park and Cur- 
rier Park being gone over very thoroughly by competent 
specialists so that these will need little attention for some 
time to come. 

For the first time we have been unable to rent the 
City pasture. In the past it has made suitable pasture 
land but this year on account of the very poor condition 
of the fence, no one has taken it.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners: 

The following reports of our school system are sub- 
mitted to you in accordance with our City Charter and the 
Laws of our State, 

Last year I gave a review of the various changes that 
had taken place in our school system in the last twenty-five 
years. This year I will mention only a few facts relative 
to the year’s work. 

Our total enrollment for the school year ending June 39, 
1925 was 2560 and our total cost as given by the city 
treasurer was $128,301.84. This males our per pupil cost 
$50.11 for the Jast year. 

Last June we had very few changes in our teaching 
force. Three in the elementary schools and one in high © 
school. Two resignations were received during the sum- 
mer, from teachers in the grades and a leave of absence 
granted to a high school teacher on account of illness. in the 
home. All of these vacancies were satisfactorily filled. It 
is very beneficial to any school system to be able to keep 
efficient teachers. 

In some of our elementary rooms a good deal of work 
has been done in individual and group projects. In this 
work the recitation becomes socialized. This means tha: 
the school is not a place to learn mere facts, but for coopera- 
tive learning through discussion, organization and judg- 
ment. 

Our Teacher Training Class is the largest we have had 
in the history of this course, — twenty-nine. A second 
teacher was furnished by the State because of the large 
number. ‘This course gives the girls in Barre an opportun- 
ity to get the first year of the training course and remain at 
home. The only expense the City is called upon to bear is 
the heating of the rooms and janitor service. 
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The citizens of Barre are kept in touch with the scholas- 
tie standards of our school through the Honor Lists which 
are published every six weeks, the list of Scholastic §’s 
awarded annually by the Alumni, and the Pro Merito awards 
to the Senior Class. Our debating teams have been a 
credit to our school and the success of our athletic teams 
in games won and the loyal support of those interested in 
athletics is very gratifying to those connected with the 
school. 

Many teachers are attending Summer School to improve 
themselves in their work and interest seems to increase in 
the Extension Course carried on by the Barre Teachers’ 
Association. 

The success of any school system depends on the class 
room teacher. It is this class room teacher who starts 
the intellectual motor repairs and stops it. The class room 
teacher is an inspiration if of the right type. 

I wish to express to all of our teachers my appreciation 
of their faithful work, also to the School Board for their 
loyal support.

Report of the Principal of Spaulding 
High School 


To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners and the 

Superintendent of Schools: 

I hereby submit to you my fourth annual report as 
principal of the High School. 

Our enrollment during the fall term surpassed by over 
fifty that of any previous year, having reached the total 
of 737. This increase was due in part to the teacher train- 
ing class with fully twice its usual membership. The en- 
roliment by classes was as follows:— post graduates, in- 
cluding the teacher training class and five others taking up 
special high school work, 85; Seniors 125, 57 boys and 68 
girls; Juniors 158, 73 boys and 85 girls; Sophomores 172, 80 
boys and 92 girls; Freshmen 247, 122 boys and 125 girls. 

During the fall term there were 257 cases of tardiness 
and 108 instances of dismissal before the close of the ses- 
sion. 281 pupils had a perfect attendance record, —no ab- 
sence or tardiness, and 345 were present every session of the

term. The average attendance per day was 700 and the 
per cent of attendance was 97.2. As is invariably the case 
the numbers in attendance for the winter term have de- 
creased slightly from the maximum registration. I feel 
that our high school holds its pupils well, yet there is bound 
to be some falling off in numbers as the school year ad- 
vances. 

We were unusually fortunate in being able to retain 
nearly all of last year’s teaching staff. Because the enter- 
ing class was larger than was anticipated an additional 
teacher was found necessary after school opened. 

It has been our persistent endeavor to minimize the per 
cent of failures without sacrificing in the least our usual 
high standards of scholarship. Forty-one seniors, thirty- 
three per cent of the present senior class, have attained an 
average of 85% and above during ‘the first three years of 
their high school course, and consequently have become 
members of the Pro Merito Society. Since the adoption of 
this Socitey in our school several years ago 25%, that of 
last year, was the highest previous class, membership 
eligibility. Undoubtedly, this relative increase in scholar- 
ship attainment is due chiefly to a higher degree of native 
scholastic ability in this class, yet I believe it may also be an 
evidence of more intensive interest and application to class 
room subjects and tasks. 

In connection with our course in English the interest 
in the study of argumentation has been stimulated by inter- 
scholastic debating. Last year our school took part in two 
debates with other schools and this year we are to engage in 
four interscholastic debates, and perhaps more depending 
upon whether or not we prove to be the winning school in 
our debating district. 

Not only has our school striven to make good during the 
past year in the work of the curriculum, the paramount high 
school objective, but it has also won marked distinction 
among the schools of the State in athletic achievement, 
thereby continuing to stabilize and perpetuate its superior- 
ity in this phase of extra-curriculum activity.

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Report of the Principal of the Ey cuine Drawitis School 


To the Honorable Board of School Commissioners and 
Superintendent of Schools: 

Even though there may be little which could be con- 
sidered new to report, it gives me pleasure to be able to 
state that the exhibit at the close of the school year 1924- 
1925 was the largest in number of drawings exhibited 
since 1911. Two extra partitions had to be put up to 
show the better plates drawn by students. This fourteenth 
annual free exhibit also showed an increase in art models 
in clay. There were one hundred forty-six students en- | 
rolled in all, 

October first to third, 1925, which was set aside for 
this year’s enrollment, brought us at the start more young 
men and women than could conveniently be taken care of 
even in two groups, as our school’s capacity is now sixty- 
four. Thus one hundred twenty-eight students can 
now come twice each week, giving each student two alter- 
nating evenings of two hours, or four in all. If even 
division of this total number between the four instructors 
were possible, each would get sixteen students per even- 
ing, or thirty-two different students twice per week. While 
the convenient maximum capacity remains as stated, the 
subdivision of the total number, as well as the attendance, 
naturally does not work out that way. 

The largest number of our more advanced groups in 
drafting study are under Mr. E. Conrad Sellberg, and also 
under Mr. Carlo Abate, who takes care of nearly all the 
decorative freehand drawing and modeling. Mr. Alvin 
Gates, new member of our teaching staff, handles most of 
the elementary drafting, besides a few students in other 
mechanical drawing, while the undersigned finds his work 
very much distributed among the students of all depart- 
ments where either some special group or individual in- 
struction in geometrical drawing, orthographic projection 
and perspective is needed, besides the supervision of occa- 
sional tests in technical clay work. Mr. Walter R. Hen- 
shaw of the Spaulding High School faculty. continues as 
Secretary-Treasurer as for the past few years. 
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According to the names placed on a waiting list, there 
are still some twenty young men who cannot be admitted 
until some who will have completed their studies in one 
department can enter upon a more advanced course, or 
until a vacancy is created when some students remain ab- 
sent without a good excuse. Many students who, for one 
reason or another, stay away on evenings when they 
ought to be present, return on evenings when other 
groups are in session to make up for lost time. This at 
times diminishes or increases our regular school attendance 
perceptibly. The average attendance per evening to date 
is approximately forty-two. 

A close observer will also find that, particularly in the 
last few years, a larger number of apprentice students 
come to our school who either lack in sufficient elementary 
school education or, being Canadian French, Spanish, or 
in rarer cases, Italian, who have recently come to the Unit- 
ed States, fail to understand our helpful blackboard talks 
in connection with the elementary room studies. These 
students require special group or individual instruction at 
times in their own language until they somewhat under- 
stand how to do their assigned tasks more independently. 

Permit me to state that leading educators and others 
who are eager to cause laws to be passed which prohibit 
the use of a foreign language in connection with some 
teaching in our public schools should not forget to make 
some allowances for schools where foreigners (who have 
had no previous opportunities to attend our American 
public schools) are taught. Such laws would greatly 
handicap not only trade schools, but even, indirectly, the 
industries where such foreign born apprentices or workers 
are employed. It might even mean unnecessary hardship 
for such workers if they were obliged to take lessons in 
English before they could go to some vocational school, 
which in many an industrial center could be regarded as a 
very important auxiliary to the industry, even though 
maintained as a city school. 

While the immigration restriction law will in time 
greatly reduce this language problem in our country, the 
demand for skilled workers is bound to increase. This will be 
felt in the granite and marble art industries more, perhaps, 
than in some other industrial lines. 

The World War has greatly impoverished several 
of the European nations, whence came in the past so many 
of the most skilled sculptors, carvers, and other artisans. 
We cannot depend on the replenishing of the annually de- 
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creasing number of such art workers from that source to 
do the decorative work on buildings or memorials, even 
though modern machinery and the sandblast process is 
being introduced more and more. 

I brought into this report some of the above statements 
to show why our school, with all it may have been able to do 
to date, is not able, as it is now organized and equipped, 
to meet the fuller needs of the near future. We have been 
able so far to aid greatly the apprentices of the granite in- 
dustry in learning how to read or interpret blueprints and 
shop diagrams correctly, or to help young draftsmen to pro- 
duce scale drawings and course plans, ornamental and other 
details, and lettering. 

While we ought to continue such teaching, we also 
ought to expand our usefulness along other lines. Various 
circumstances, however, make this almost impossible at 
present, as some of our needs cannot-be supplied, like most. 
of our teaching material, which was purchased or ordered 
made. Much of this will have to be produced by hand, 
which will seem a very slow process, even though much more 
time than I find at present were available. It will require 
further diligent research work in great libraries, museums, 
cemeteries, etc., besides studies by the one who undertakes 
this task. An entirely new course in drawing plates, 
models, etc., will be needed to train our apprentice students 
for sandblast work, both designers, draftsmen, and actual 
sandblast workers. Nothing short of the above will do, as 
a first step, if we are to keep up with modern and progres- 
sing needs. 

While larger expenditures toward this end may seem 
impossible at present, I believe that I have a solution for 
this difficulty on which I have worked for a number of 
years. | Before long I hope to be able to submit a proposi- 
tion for you, and other persons interested in Barre’s chief 
industry, to consider. Space is too limited here to go into 
details. 

I wish to express my great appreciation for what, through 
your generosity, has been done to date for this school’ S pro- 
gress from year to year in the line of useful equipment, the 
last of which was a specially constructed cabinet for our 
teaching materials, several plaster of Paris casts, and a 
portfolio with a large collection of historic ornament plates. 
All these additions constitute a permanent value (while 
existing) and help us to make our teaching easier and more 
effective. 

The splendid service my co-instructors are rendering, 
and your assurances of approval of what we are'doing cer- 
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tainly have helped to encourage me and have made my posi- 
tion a very pleasant one. The occasional inspection of our 
school by Mr. G. A. McGarvey, Regional Agent, Industrial 
Education of the Federal Board for Vocational Education, 
and of Mr. Stanley J. Steward, Supervisor of Instruction 
in Trades and Industries, for the State of Vermont, also 
helped me to progress toward our mutual goal, 

Thanking you for your great kindness and hearty sup- 
port, I now submit to you this report.

Report of the Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

Music in the first seven grades consists in daily lessons, 
with visits by the supervisor twice in three weeks. Some 
technical work is taken up in each grade but the emphasis 
is placed on singing, and enjoyment and love of good music. 
Occasional lessons in appreciation, including stories of the 
composers and their music, add to the interest and value. 
| In the eighth grades, lessons are given by the super- 
visor each week, the teachers. taking charge in between. 
Frequently the five classes meet together i in the High School 
Hall for a “sing’’ with special music on such occasions as 
Washington’s birthday, Christmas and the like. An inter- 
esting feature last spring was a music Memory Contest to 
determine how many of the pupils knew some of the stand- 
ard selections of music. An eighth grade orchestra of 
twelve pieces has been organized, which will materially 
assist in High School another year, — 

High School music consists in an elective chorus, Git 
Club, Orchestra and Mandolin Club. In the chorus period, 
miscellaneous numbers are taken up, and talks on various 
phases of music frequently given by the pupils.or teacher. 

In May, 1925, the Glee Club, assisted by the Orchestra, 
presented an operetta “Bulbul” by Rhys Herbert. A large 
audience was present and a goodly sum added to the music 
fund. This year the clubs will combine in a program of in- 
strumental music, concluding with a short cantata. 

During the year the orchestra has furnished music for 
many events in the school and community. Letters were 
presented last spring to those who had attended faithfully, 
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thus giving an incentive for regular attendance. At pre- 
sent there are twenty-one members including violins, cornet, 
saxophones, drums and piano. 

The class in Teacher Training meets each week for a les- 
son in Methods for Rural School Music, much interest being 
shown by the girls. Reports from last year’s members 
show that music is being introduced by them with success 
in many of the rural schools. 

Besides these regular features, selections have been pro- 
vided by members of the Glee Club and Orchestra for the 
weekly assemblies and for special occasions, such as Mem- 
orial Day and the various Commencement programs. 

In conclusion, I would express my appreciation of the 
continued support and cooperation of the teachers and 
Superintendent. The interest manifested by the children 
depends largely upon the attitude of the teacher in charge 
and it is to the efforts of these teachers that much of the 
suecess of school music is due.

Report of the Supervisor of Drawing 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The work in drawing for the year covers ground similar 
to that of last year. It is based on the Vermont ‘‘Course 
of Study” for grades one to eight. The general aim of the 
work is to promote the development of a sense of art in 
every child, to broaden his vision of things artistic, to teach 
him to do his own thinking and to use greater skill with his 
hands. An effort is made to teach the beauty of simple 
things and the choice between good and bad in relation to 
things met with in every day life. At the same time, those 
of exceptional talent are discovered and advanced. The 
children of Barre do seem especially talented. 

The work is planned to cover two periods a week, vary- 
ing in length according to the grade. Grades one, two and 
three have thirty-minute periods, while grades four to seven 
have forty-minute ones. One out of three lessons are 
taught by the Supervisor. The eight grade girls have 
fifty-minute lessons once a week. | These, as usual, are 
taught by the Supervisor. The work in the first three 
grades consists chiefly of cutting, pencil drawing, most of

which is freehand, crayon coloring, colored paper work in 
posters and construction, and a certain amount of letter- 
ing. Inthe older grades more effort is made to develop the 
creative ability in nature drawing and design therefrom, 
freehand illustration, poster making, memory drawing’, . 
lettering and perspective. | . 

The Art classes in High School meet Friday mornings 
during five periods. The classes are elective as usual. The 
work so far has been designing from nature linoleum block 
printing, and basketry. We plan to take up work in pencil, 
pen and ink, cartooning to a certain extent, figure drawing, 
costume design and poster making. Encouragement. is 
given to those showing special talent to take up some 
branch of art upon leaving school. The field is now so 
great along many lines. , 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent, Mr. 
White and the teachers for their kind support and coopera- 
tion which is so necessary to the success of the work.

Report of the School Nurse 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


In submitting my second annual report it is a source of 
satisfaction to say that our schools have been unusually free 
from epidemics in the past year. There was an incipient 
outbreak of diphteria, but the practice of taking cultures 
has enabled us to identify carriers and thus avert further 
contagion, 

For the most part, the work of the department has 
been carried along lines successfully followed in the past. 
Eye and ear tests are conducted regularly. A gratifying 
feature of this work has been the generally prompt coopera- 
tion of the parents whenever corrections were recommend- 
ed. Throat inspections are also made and possible comnli- 
cations averted through this precaution. 

A yearly average of thirty or forty cases of pediculi 
(lice) has been cut down to five or six. Parental insistence 
upon cleanliness.can completely eliminate this nuisance. 

At frequent intervals talks are given the children on. 
health matters. Special stress is placed on the care of the 
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teeth. In this respect parents are apt to be neglectful, and 
the result is bad health, impaired efficiency in studies and 
a great deal of unnecessary suffering and expense in after 
years. 

The opportunities for enlarging the health work among 
the children are limited only by the amount of money the 
city is willing to provide. A closer check-up of weights could 
be made if there were a set of scales for every school build- 
ing. With only one set of scales available it is impossible 
to conduct these important weighing tests oftener than 
once a year. 

Minor accidents are bound to occur in the play-time 
periods. Usually the cases do not require the attention of 
a physician, but for these casualties every school building 
should have an emergency kit, containing antiseptics, 
gauzes, etc. | 

School teachers, the superintendent and the city health 
officer have shown a splendid spirit of cooperation, without 
which the work of the department could not have been ad- 
vanced. Because the home visits are so important a part 
of this work, in closing I should like to have all parents 
feel that the health department of Barre’s school system is 
counting heavily upon their continued support,

No. 20 RESOLUTION RELATING TO GRANTING A 
FRANCHISE TO JOHN J. FLYNN, FRED ANDRUS 
ET ALS FOR THE PURPOSE OF OPERATING A 
STREET RAILWAY SYSTEM. 


PROPOSED FRANCHISE FOR STREET RAILWAY 
SYSTEM BARRE AND MONTPELIER : 


Be it Resolved by the City Council of the City of Barre: 
That permission is hereby given to a Vermont corpor- 
ation to be formed by John J. Flynn, Fred Andrus and 
others for the purpose of the operation of a street railway 


in the City of Barre and for the other purposes, hereinafter — 


stated its successors and assigns, to construct, maintain and 
operate for a term of twenty-five years an electric street 
railway system in the following streets: On North Main 
Street from the Barre-Berlin line to City Square; on South

Main Street from City Square to Ayers Street; on Wash- 
ington Street from City Square to Nelson Street. 

I. Said railway shall be maintained and operated in 
accordance with the following terms and regulations: 

(1) The permission hereby given includes the 
right to lay, maintain and use such tracks, sidings, turnouts 
and switches, and to construct, erect, maintain and use 
such poles, wires and other appliances as may be necessary 
or convenient in the operation of said system of electric 
street railway, including the conveyance and transmission 
of electricity for power and light. 

(2) The height of poles hereafter erected, the 
depth all poles are set in the ground, and the material and 
finish of same, shall be subject to the approval of the City 
Council. 

(8) The tracks, sidings, turnouts, switches and 
poles shall be located substantially as now laid and shown 
on a plan marked “Barre and Montpelier Traction and Pow- 
er Company, Location of Tracks, Sidings, Turnouts, Swit- 
ches and Poles,” dated May 1918 filed with the Clerk of said 
City; changes from such locations or new locations shall 
be subject to the approval of the City Council; and if at any 
time the City council shall, as a matter of public conven- 
ience or necessity, order a change from locations herein 
granted, the expenses thereof shall be borne by the City. 

(4) Tracks shall be of standand gauge (4 ft. 8 1/2 
inches,) and the rails shall be of suitable size, pattern and 
weight for the purpose for which they are intended, but 
shall not be less in weight than 48 pounds to the yard. The 
company shall install and maintain ties and track appro- 
priate to such new road surface as the City may construct. 

(5) If in the repairing or maintaining of its track 
or equipment, the Company in any way disturbs the high- 
way, sidewalks or cross-walks, it shall, as soon as possible 
thereafter, put the same in as good condition as they were 
in before such disturbance, 

(6) Except where the tracks are laid on one side 
of the highway and outside the traveled portion thereof, 
the rails shall be kept and maintained flush with the surface 
of the street or highway 

Ch) The Company in the operation of its railway 
shall remove the ice and snow from that portion of the 
street or highway occupied by its tracks and may spread 
the same over the remainder of the street or highway pro- 
vided it does not unreasonably interfere with the safe and 
unobstructed use of the highway by vehicles. 

(8) If the Company fails to meet the require- 
ments of Sections (5), (6) and (7), the City may, after 
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reasonable notice to the company, do the work necessary to 
meet such requirements and charge the reasonable cost 
thereof to the Company, which shall be paid by the Com- 
pany upon the completion of the work and the certification 
of the cost thereof by the City Treasurer; and the Company 
shall be given reasonable opportunity to verify said cost. 

(9) If at any time the City shall pave or re-grade 
any street or highway occupied by the Company’s tracks the 
Company shall at the same time, but on reasonable notice in 
writing, bring its rails to the new grade established by 
the City for such street or highway. If the Company fails 
to meet the requirements of this section, the City may do 
the work necessary therefore and from time to time, during 
the progress of said work, charge the reasonable cost there- 
of to the Company, which, shall be paid by the Company 
upon the certification thereof by the City Treasurer; and the 
Company shall be given reasonable opportunity to verify 
said cost. | 

(10) The Company shall make trimmings of shade 
trees within the residential section of said City only when 
reasonably necessary; and all such trimming shall be done 
only by the permission and under the supervision of such 
person as the City Council shall designate, 

(11) The Company shall, in case of fire, when so 
required by the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, cut 
off its electric current from such portion of its lines as 
he shall direct. 

(12) The Company shall indemnify and save 
harmless said city from all judgment against it, including 
costs of actions which may arise from, by means of, the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of said railway system 
in such city and the conveyance and transmission of elec- 
tricity for power and light by said company. 

(18) Subject to such modifications hereof as may 
from time to time hereafter be made by the Public Service 
Commission on application of the City, Company or any 
party in interest, the Company shall run at least one car 
over its main line on a schedule of every hour between the 
hours of 6:00 A. M. and 10:30 P. M. through Montpelier, 
Berlin and the City of Barre to the junction of Washington 
Street in the City of Barre at which point said cars may 
alternate the run on the Main Street Line and Washington 
Street Line; provided however, that on Sundays and legal 
holidays, the Company shall not be required to run a car 
on any part of this line earlier than 7:30 A. M. except that 
on any legal holiday when sheds, shops and factories shall 
be open for their usual business, the schedule applicable to 
week days shall be maintained; and shall also operate a car 
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on Seminary Hill Branch in Montpelier for at least one year, 
the schedule time for such car to be worked out by the 
railroad management in an endeavor to continue the oper- 
ation of the Seminary Hill Branch during the life of this 
franchise or agreement and shall thereafter operate said 
Seminary Hill Branch as long as it can be operated without 
loss to the Company. 

(14) Whenever it shall become necessary for the 
City, for the purpose of laying or repairing pipes, wires, 
sewers, drains, cross-walks or sidewalks, to displace any 
part of the Company’s tracks or other equipment, the City 
shall replace the same in as good condition as they were 
immediately prior to such displacement; and the provisions 
of this Section shall include sewer connections for the prop- 
erty of private individuals when the same are made under 
the supervision of the City. 

(15) The Company shall not be obliged to make 
repairs on highway bridges other than to its ties, track and 
equipment thereon, 

(16) Subject to such modifications and changes as 
shall be hereafter made by the Public Service Commission on 
application of the City, the Company or any party in int- 
erest, the fare for riding upon the lines of the Company 
within the City limits shall not exceed eight cents (8c.) and 
the Company shall give transfer tickets to all of its lines 
within said limits. 

(17) The Company shall carry free of charge to 
and from fires all uniformed firemen and all firemen wear- 
ing badges. 

(18) The cars of the Company may incidentally be 
used for carrying of parcels and packages as well as for the 
transportation of passengers and their ordinary hand bag- 
gage. 

. (19) The Company shall from time to time apply 
to its railway system such modern practical improvements 
and devices as may be necessary in order to secure the safe- 
ty of persons and property. 

(20) The Company shall maintain its ties and 
rails in good condition but shall not be required to build 
and maintain or repair that portion of the street or highway 
between the rails or on the outside thereof except as herein 
provided. 

(21) The cars of said railway shall be run in ac- 
cordance with the following rules: 

(a) No car shall stop on a cross-walk except to pre- 
vent collision with or injury to, persons, animals or vehicles 
or to receive or discharge passengers ; 
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(b) No car shall be used during the period from 45 
minutes after sunset to 45 minutes before sunrise, unless it 
displays a suitable lighted lamp on the front and another on 
the rear thereof ; 

(c) No car shall be run at an unreasonable or excessive 
rate of speed; 

(d) All cars shall be properly lighted and heated. 

(22) After the Company shall have begun to op- 
erate its railway under this agreement except the Sem- 
inary Hill Branch, it shall not discontinue or cease such oper- 
ation, either in whole or in part, without the consent of the 
Public Service Commission as provided in No. 91 of the 
Acts of 1925. 

(23) If the Company shall at any time discontinue 
operation of its railway, either in whole or in part, whether 
with or without the consent of the Public Service Com- 
mission of the City Council, and such discontinuance shall 
continue for more than sixty days, not including such dis- 
continuance as shall be due to providential cause, it shall be 
deemed to be an abandonment by the Company of its right 
and privilege hereunder to operate its railway in the streets 
or parts of streets wherein such operation is so discontinued, 
and the Company shall forthwith remove its tracks, poles, 
wires and other equipment therefrom and put the track 
area thereof in a condition reasonably safe for travel, which 
as to paved track area shall be taken to mean a restoring of 
the pavement; and the default of the Company herein shall 
be deemed a release to said city of its right, title and inter- 
est in and to said tracks, poles, wires, and other equipment. 

(II) The foregoing terms and regulations are subject 
to modification and change by agreement between the City 
Council and the Company, but in case the Company and the 
City Council do not, within thirty days after the submission 
of proposals thereof, agree in writing upon such modification 
or change either party may petition the Public Service 
Commission, or any other authority to whom the Legisla- 
ture by general law may hereafter delegate the power to 
regulate and supervise street railway companies, and such 
Public Service Commission, subject to statuary provisions 
with respect thereto, shall have complete jurisdiction of 
the matter. 

(III) This resolution is adopted under the authority 
vested in the City Council by the charter of said City and as 
a full consideration for the permission hereunder given to 
maintain and operate said street railway in said City. 

(IV) No assignment of this resolution and grant shall 
be valid unless and until the assignee in writing assumes 
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the duties and obligations of the company to be formed as 
herein before set forth. 

(V) This resolution shall become effective only if 
and when (1) it shall have been submitted to the legal voters 
of the City at a regular or special meeting and shall have 
received a majority of the votes cast thereat upon the 
question; and (2) the going into effect of this resolution 
shall have been evidenced by a certificate thereof, executed 
on the part of the City by its Mayor and on the part of the 
Company by its President or Vice-President, and filed and 
recorded in the office of the City Clerk. 

(VI) Upon the resolution becoming effective as herein 
provided, all rights and privileges given and granted to the 
Barre and Montpelier Traction and Power Company by res- 
olution dated March 27, 1918, and all resolutions in amend- 
ment thereof shall be deemed to be cancelled, surrendered 
and repealed. 

(VII) If, at the expiration of the term of this fran- 
chise or agreement, said Company, its successors or as- 
signs, desire to continue the operation of such electric street 
railway and the parties hereto cannot agree upon the terms 
under which said street railway may continue to operate, 
any party to this agreement or franchise may petition the 
Public Service Commission or such board or commission 
then having jurisdiction over street railways for the pur- 
pose of fixing such terms and conditions under which said 
Company may continue to operate its line and business.
